Six Patrolmen Take Charge of 
Exhibition of Guelzow 
Slayers’ Bodies in 
Coffins. 


2,000 VISIT UNDERTAKER’S 


Children Mingle with Adults; 
Mayor Says Interference Is 
A the Family’s Right 
Only. 


* 


With the tacit, not to say the active, con- 
sent of the police, the exhibition of the 
bodies of Ewald Shiblawski, Frank Shib- 
lawski, and Philip Sommerling was contin- 
ved yesterday at the undertaking rooms 
Where the three broken figures have lain 
since Fridays wholesale hanging. 

The relatives of. Thomas Schultz, the 
fourth of the Guelzow murderers, removed 
his body in the morning. Consequently the 
2,000 men, women, and children who made 
up the crowd of yesterday had one less dead 
man to view than the 8,000 persons who 
crowded the undertaking! rooms all Friday 
afternoon. It was a disappointment. . 

Around the corner from the undertaking 
rooms at 1356 Noble street. a moving picture 
show which advertised censored films did a 
light business all day. The show the crowd 
had come to see was not censored. 


Women with Babies View Bodies. 

Inside of the first hour two women with 
babies in their arm wandered past the 
bodtes of the dead slayers. The undertaker, 
with hasty regard for the advertising possi- 
bilities, had arranged the bodies in orderly 
succession, so the movements of the spec- 
tators would not be unnecessarily impeded. 
Six policemen from the Rawson street sta- 
tion saw that no one blocked the way or Inter- 
fered with the great free entertainment of 
the day. 

“I saw em.“ exclaimeé a girl about 16 
years old, as she emerged breathlessly from 
the throng. “ One had his eyes open. She 
giggled. 

A policeman heard her, but made no effort 
to stop the other children, who were squees- 
ing anxiously into the death filed room. He 
seemed to take it as a matter of course that 
the show was open to all It might have been 
London bridge in the sixteenth century—the 
upper work garnished with a row of heads. 
The chief difference wae that the children 
could go closer to the bodies than the chil- 
dren of medieval times could to the heads. 


Mayor, Harrison, when asked about the 
matter last night was unable to perceive 
wherein the police. were responsible. 

“Tt the relatives of the dead men want te 
ſea ve their bédies on display, T db t tee 
the police should interfere,” he sd. Per- 
sonally, I think it's bad ferm, but, to use & 
slank phrase, it’s the relatives’ funeral. 

„Couldn't the police prevent it if they 
wanted to?” 

“ You'll have to ask the police,” said the 
mayor. 

* But they bar such scenes from moving 
pictures and stage exhibition,” was sug- 
gested. 

“This is different. However, I don’t be- 
Heve in it myself; in fact, I don't think it 
should be permitted. The bodies, though, 
belong now to the relatives, and if they don’t 
interfere I don't know who will.”

Two young men detached themselves from 
the night crowd of North Clark street at 
10:80 o'clock last night; sauntered into the 
East End department store at Erie street. 
and, alter putting three clerks in a vault 
and driving r other employés and a dozen 
shoppers intd the basement, robbed the store 
of its day's receipts, about $500 Then they 
sauntered out again. 

Above the store a dance was in progress. 
From several places within the block mov- 
ing picture shows disgorged people by twen- 
ties and fifties. 

In the Chicago avenue police station, three 
and a half blocks away, policemen rested 
populously against the wall. Yet, until the 
robbers had finished their work no one except 
the vault enclosed trio and their basement 
comrades in distress knew a robbery was 
going on. The holdup was one n 
during the evening.

The department store robbery not only sur- 
passed ali the rest for cool effrontery but, 
according to the police, sets a record for all 
hold ups since the one which took about $8,000 
out of Rector’s restaurant. 

The store is not a small one. It occupies 
about 200 feet of frontage and two floors—the 
ground floor and the basement. Upstairs is 
occupied by Roosevelt hall, formerly noted 
a Brand’s hall It was here that 150 people 
danced while the robbery went smoothly on. 

the holdup men were well ac- 
quainted with the scene of operations. In 
another ten minutes the store would have 
teen closed, and Morris Samuels, its owner 
would have departed with the days re- 
ceipts. The robbers did not wait for that 
ten minutes. At 10:30, fust as the lights 
were being turned off in thebasement, they 
entered the front door. 

Stop to “Buy” Shirt. 

Both were about 25 years old and fairly 
wel] dressed. They stopped before a counter 
near the door and observed that they would 
like to buy some ehirts. Morris Rothenberg, 
manager of the store, started to wait on 
them. Age he was bending over the counter 
the nearest of the two pulled out a revolver 
and ordered him to hold up his hands. 

Now, walk into the vault.“ commanded 
the robber, motioning toward an old fash- 
ioned wall safe near the front of the store. 
Rothenberg complied. On his way over he 
passed Miss Amelia Vogelhuth and Mrs. 
William Barry, both saleswomen. Before 
they could ask a question, the holdup men 
repeated to them the orders they already 
had given the maneger and gathered them 
into the little procession. A moment later 
the vault door swung behind all three. 

“May there,“ sald the robber, and. without 
even taking the trouble to lock the safe re- 
joined his companion, who had been busy at 
the back of the store. They met just as the 
last of the dosen shoppers and the two other 
clerks—Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Solomon~ 
passed, in obedience to the orders of the sec- 
ond holdup man, down into the basement. 


Secures $500 in Cash. 

“You stay here and guard them,” said 
their captor, then turned and ran up to the 
balcony where Mr. Samuels and hie wife 
were counting the day’s receipts. He waved 
a revolver. . 

Beat it for the basement,” was his order. 
Mr. Samuels and wife hurried to obey. Be-

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Thereupon Mr. Samuels and the two sales- 
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women walked out. Lieut. Cullinan and 
Gergt. McIntosh of the Chicago avenue po- 
lice station got a good description of both 
robbers, but that was all. They had made 
their escape without leaving a visible clew. 


Capture Three as Highwaymen. 
Three youthful alleged highwaymen were 
captured by Sergeant Joseph King and Ber- 
nard O'Reilly, a friend of the police official, 
who discovered them beating two men on 
Noble street, near West Chicago avenue.

Father Left Large Fortune. 
Samuel Haslett is an old Brookjynite. the 
eon of Dr. John Haslett, who moved to 
Brooklyn from South Carolina. Dr. Haslett 
was wealthy when he came to Brooklyn, and 
his money, invested in real estate, grew 


greatly in sise, so that when he died be 


divided a large fortune between his ere 
sons and his daughter.

Mr. Haslett’s business affairs were looked 
efter by John Lord. a lawyer, to whom he 
gave a power of attorney. This allowed the 


lawyer to transact certain classes of busi- 


ness for him, but kept restrictions. _ 
Several weeks ago Haslett became Ill. de- 
Tilitated, the doctors said, and his age was 
against his recovery. Mr. Lord. who had 
been taking care of Haslett's property, ex · 
tended his care to his person and engaged 
maie nurses and doctors to look after him. 
This morning the day nurse, John Staple- 
ton, went to the house and there he found 
the night nurse, George H. Decker, and Frank 
J..Gardner, whom he remembered as having 
paid several calls during the week. Decker 
met him at the door and announced that 
Stapleton was discharged. The dgy nurse 
wanted to know what authority Decker had 
to discharge him and Decker received from 
Gardner, who had backed the nurse up in 
the conversation, a plece of paper, which 
proved to be a power of attorney from Mr. 
Haslett to Gardner. 2

Stapleton did not take his discharge eastiy 
and went to the doctor who had employed 
him, Dr. Henry B. Minton, Dr. Minton went 
to Lord, who had employed him.

That the United States ts the havem of 
refuge even for those whose feeble claim on 
Ute does not find recognition in their own 
country, became known again by the case of 
Mariese Lipschitz, who is at present expect- 
ing admission on Ellis Island. 

She is a Russian girl of about 28, but since 
earty youth has been deaf and dumb. With 
her parents, both over 60 years old, she start- 
ed from thé Russian village of Skudville 
two months ago to join her brothers and 
sisters, who are all residents of Chicago 
and established in business here. 


Another Examination Ordered.

CENSURE FOR PROMOTERS. 


Present Holders of Stock Said to Be 
Innocent of Wrongdoing. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.— The Hardwick 
„ sugar trust investigating committee, ar t- 
er many weeks of open hearings here and 
in New York, and almost continuous work 
since last May, reported to the house today 
that a sugar trust exists. 

The report, which is signed by ali the mem- 
bers of the committee, Republicans as wel) 
as Democrats, makes no recommendation 
whatever as to how the alleged trust and 
those responsible for it shall be dealt with, 
suggesting that this phase of the situation is 
one to be handled by a standing committee 
of the house. 

As to the effect of the combine on the cost 
of sugar tothe consumer, the committee ex- 
presses the belief that monopoly keeps the 
price up, but makes no attempt to fix ac- 
curately the extent to which reasonable 
prices that might exist under competitive 
conditions are exceeded. 


Sees “Innocent Purchasers.” 

The report sevérely condemns the original 
promoters of the sugar trust, but describes 
the 18,000 present owners of the stock of the 
American Sugar Refining company as inno- 
cent purchasers of profitable stock which 
was unloaded on them by the few men who 
organized the sugar trust. 

„We find strikingly developed in the sugar 
industry several evils,” says the committee, 
„ aside from the primary one of stifling com- 
petition. which seem to demand careful con- 
sideration and remedial legislation by con- 
gress.” 

The committee charges that since the or- 
ganization of the American Sugar Refining 
company in 1891 it has repeatedly violated 
the Sherman law. 

Twenty-one actions in the organization and 
operation of the sugar trust which the com- 
mittee holds wefe violatioris of the Sherman 


law are enumerated. 


# gays Hearing Was Unfair. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 17.—Commenting 
upon the report of the Hardwick committee, 
James M. Beck, genera! counsel of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining company, said:

WOMEN FIX A COUNTY SLATE! JUDGES MAY VOID MANY LAWS 


Validity of University Bill“ Be- | 


fore State Supreme Court. 


DENEEN AWAITS DECISION. 


Will Call Spécial Session if the Ruling 
Is Adverse. 


The Illinois Supreme court is to declare 
its opinion this week in the now celebrated 
“university case. Upon its finding, which 
may come en Tuesday or Wednesday, hangs 
a possible condition of affairs which is with- 
out precedent in the state’s history. 

The cour: is to determine the constitution- 
ality of the omnibus appropriation bill for 
the University of Dlinois, which carries ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. One item—affecting 
a comparatively small appropriation for the 


the university—started the attack upon the 
bil). 

The objection raised is that it was jammed 
through the Illinois legislature in the waning 
hours of the recent session, whipped to- 
gether in conference committees, and that 
the item, which was “ new legisiation,”’ was 
not read three times at large and printed, as 
is required by the state constitution. 


May Void All Recent Statutes. 

The real difficulty confronting the etate— 
admitted at Springfield, from the governor 
down, to be the most precarious crisis which 
has confronted a state administration—is 
that if. the university bill is. unconstitutionai 
then nearly every other measure of im- 
portance which has become an Illinois stat-

cOnsensus of opinion expressed in statehouse 
circles yesterday wag that the decision will 
be against the iw. so, there will be an 
instant call for a special session.

START FIGHT FOR  ; BANK BRLIBVED SHORT $35,000 


A “BLUESKY” LAW 


Bankers Back Move to Drive 
Fake Investment Concerns 
Out of Illinois. 


TO FORCE INCORPORATION | 


Measure Advocated Similar to 
One Which Works So Ef- 
fectively in Kansas. 


The members of the Illinois Bankers’ asso- 
clation, comprising the leading officers of the 
national, state, and private banks of the 
state, are to be asked to join in a campaign 
against the gold brick investment com- 
panies now operating in the state. 

The plan of campaign was outlined yester- 
day by B. F. Harris, vice president of the 


First National bank of Champaign and presi- 


dent of the Bankers’ association. Letters to 
members will be sent out tomorrow or next 


day from the Chicago headquarters. 


Along with this campaign is one against 
the private banks. Admitting the responsi- 
bility of. a good many of these institutions, 
Mr. Harris insists their present purposes can 
be followed quite as well under state super- 
vision. At the same time, those which are 
irresponsible can be driven out. It is signifi- 
cant that in a test ballot last year about one- 
third of the private bankers who are mem- 
bers of the association signified their willing: 
ness to operate under state charters, if this 
was the will of the association. 

Mr. rris has secured copies of the blue 
Sky law passed by the Kansas legislature 
a year ago and now in successful operation. 
Copies of this law will be sent to all illinois 
bankers and they will be asked to codperate 
in the passage of a similar law by the Illinois 
legislature at the next regular session. 


Provisions of Kansas Law. 

The Kansas law places under supervision 
of the state banking conmimissioner all com- 
panies dealing in any way in stocks, bonds or 
other securities, except for United States 
and Kansas bonds, bonds of Kansas munici- 
palities, and notes on mortgages on real es- 
tate in Kansas. 

Before any concern can Offer or attempt 
to sell securities other than these it must 
register with the state banking commissioner 
and secure a permit from him. Violation of 
the law carries a penalty of from $200 to $10, - 
000 fine and from one to ten years in the 
penitentiary. 

The banking commissioner is instructed to 
demand all statements regarding financial 
condition, plans, and the nature of the se- 
curities to be offered for sale. After ex- 
amination of these documents he is to make 
his report. If the report is favorable the 
company is authorized to begin business. If 
it be unfavorable the permit is not granted 
and operation in Kansas is forbidden. 

Each month the company allowed to do 
business is to draw up a trial balance of its 
condition. This, report is open to examina- 
tion by ang stockholder or investor. There 
also are complere semr-annval reports made 
as of condition of June 30 and Dec. 81, pub- 
lished by the state. At any time that insol- 
vency is apparent the commissioner is in- 
structed to so notify, the attorney general 
and the company’s affairs are wound up in 
receiver's control. 2

MASON TOO SICK T0 TALK. 


Wife Turns Creditors Away When 
They Call at House for Statement. 


The Wabilities of Wilson avenue bank 
will reach $50,000, the assets are $1,000 in 
cash and about $14,000 in real estate, ac- 
cording to a statement made yesterday from 
an authorative source. William A. Mason, 
the bank’s president, refused to see his cred- 
itors during the day. His wife said he was 
Still too sick to see anybody. 

Should the assets of the banker total only 
$15,000 a shortage of approximately $35,000 
will be left, which is far above all previous 
estimates. 

There ¢an be no intelligent adjustment of 
the affairs of the bank until Mason assists 
in straightening out the angle, according tu 
William T. Abbott, president of the Centra! 
Trust Company of Illinois, receiver. The 
examiners tried during the day to induce 
Mason to get in communication with them, 
but to no purpose. 


Five on Investigating Committee. 

A committee of five men during the day 
appointed themselves to investigate the re- 
ports of the inventory. They are 89 
Pollock, a depositor and owner of the build- 
ing; Thomas Bowley, A. C. Roebuck, Dr. 
William Higgins, and W. C. Herbert. All are 
identified in north shore business circles. 

During the day creditors made several vain 
attempts to see Mason. His wife always 
answered the door, stating that her husband 
was much too sick to see them. The banker's 
wife refused to give out any statement.

They had 
before them a pile of memoranéa containing 
scores of protests made by their fellow alder- 
men and other citizen-. ; 

They did not complete their work and re- 
linquished all hope of presenting their report 
in time for the council meeting tomorruw 
evening, but they considered some general 
recommendations which they probably will 
make to the local transportation committee 
at a meeting this week. 


No Loops in Business Center. 
Some of these are: 
That the companies establish downtown loops 

immediately outside the central business district, 
instead of operating their terminals within that 
district. 

That loops be established at all terminals to 
avoid “laying up cars at these points. 

That the system of stopping cars only at the 
„near side of street intersections now prac- 
ticed in the downtown diptrict be extended over 
the entire city. 

That police regulations be adopted prohibiting 
all teaming in car tracks in the district bounded by 
Chicago avenue, Twenty-second street, Ashland 
avenue, and Lake Michigan. 


Would Eliminate Some Stops. 

That some stopping points in a sequence of short 
blocks be eliminated and marked “ street cars do 
not stop here.’’ 

That the companies adopt a schedule for the 
addition of more cars to correspond with the 
natural and regular increage of traffic. 

In addition to these general recommenda- 
tions the subcommittee considered specific 
re es for faults in the traction service 


at different points in the city.

All the national groups living in Chicago 
will unite in celebrating Washington’s birth- 
day at the Auditorium theater on Feb. 22 
at8o’clock p. m. The meeting will be under 
the auspices of the Union League club. 
Jacob A. Riis of New York, author and 
speaker, will be the orator. ’ 

Twenty-eight of the boxes will be occu- 
pied. by prominent members of twenty-five 
of the toreben colonies of Chicago. Among 
the nationalities represented are the Polish, 
Bohemian, Servian, Croatian, Bulgarien, 
Hungarian, Lithuanian, Ruthenian, Jewish, 
Slovak. Slovenian, German, Dutch, Nor- 
wegian, Swedish, Danish. , Scotch, Irish, 
English, Swiss, Italian, Greek, and French. 

The women occupants of the boxes will 
wear their native costumes, illustrating the 
attiré of practically all the countries of 
Europe. Along the front of the row of boxes 
foreign flags will be festooned, with an 
American flag next to each foreign one. 


Second Meeting of Its Kind. 

The mec ting is the second annual Ameri- 
cans-of,All-Nationalities day held by the 
Union League club. Last year at the meet- 
ing in the First Regiment armory Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt and Miss Jane Addams 
were the principal speakers. 

The celebrations the club had maintained 
for high school children were discontinued, 
so.the club’s full strength might be de- 
rows to the aliens’ meeting.

CUT RATES TO U. S. SHIPS? 
Claim Made That Country Has 
Right to Give Preference 

to Its Vessels. :

No formal representations to this @ffeot i 


have yet been made to the state department, 
but foreign governments are manifesting a 
great deal of interest in the proposed legis- 
lation 

At present the house committee on inter- 
state and forgign commeree is engaged in 
framing a bill fixing the tolls to be charged 
for the use of the canal. The sentiment of 
the majority of the commitee is against 
any redgiction of tolls to American ships, or 
any refund to such ships as was proposed 
by the president in a message to congress. 

When the bill is reported by the commit 
tee, foreign governments will determine what 
action, if any, they will take to safeguard 
their merchant marine from discriminati 

It is likely the house committee will rec- 
ommend a sliding scale of charges, depend- 
ent upon the classes of commodities trans- 
portéd. Probably $1 will be the maximum. 


Believe Preference Not Needed. 


The majority of the committee feels there 
will be no need of giving preference to 


American shipping. The coastwise trade is 
now confined by law to American Ships. It 
is estimated that as a result of the aban- 
donment of the Panama railroad route with 
the transshipment it requires and of the 
reute around the Horn, with the longer dis- 
tance which it necessitates, American ves- 
sels going from one coast to the other will 
save about $8 a ton, if not more. 

It is contended by Huropean diplomats that 


the Hay-Pauncefote treaty of 1901 requires 0 


the imposition of the same tolls upon the 
shipping of all nations. The third article 
of this treaty relating to the neutralization 
of the canal sets forth this rule: : 
“Phe canal shall be gree and open to the 
‘vessels of commerce and of war of all nations 
observing these rules, on terms of entire 
equality, so that there shall be no discrimina- 
tion against any such nation or its citizeng 
or subjects in respect to the conditions or

charges ot traffic, or otherwise. — onal. | 
tions and charges of traffic shall be just as 
équitable.”’ 

Russia and other European nations now re- 
fund to their shipping using the Suez canal 
the tolls imposed for such use. The adminis- 
tration desires to apply the same principle in 
connection with the Panama canal. To meet 
the competition ef the Panama canal, the 
Suez canal company recently announced a 
proposed reduction of 20 per cent in its rates, 


Likely to File Protests. 


If the United States should refund tolls to 
American ships the great shipping nations 
are likely to file protests on the ground that 
such action is opposed to the provisions of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. It is suggested 
that one of the first matters which should 
me dealt with under the pending arbitration 
treaties with Great Britain and France is 
the interpretation of the stipulations of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

stepresentative Mann, who has devoted 
especial attention to canal matters, says that 
after carefully studying the treaty he had 
come to the conclusion it could not possibly 
be construed as preventing the imposition 
of lower tolls upon American ships than 
will be collected from foreign vessel lle 
reads the treaty as meaning that all foreign 
nations must be treated alike. 


Says America Has Right. 


“It. is insisted by Mann that the United 
States must hold that it has the absolute 
right to discrimjnate in favor of American 
ships. He does not believe foreign nations 
will make any objections to this policy. 

It is contended by the administration that 
the canal, having been built by the United 
States, should be used for our benefit. That 
is to say, it claims the canal should be used 
to aid in the development of the American 
merchant marine. No advantage will be 
sought for American coastwise shipping, 
for the reason that, under the jaw, foreign 
ships are not permitted to take part in the 
coastwise trade.

U. S. OR STATE CONTROL. 


Points to Mason Failure and the 
Lack of Responsibility of 
Such Coneerns. 


A law which will prohibit the use of the 
words bank or banker except by those 
2dtaining state or federal charters and sub- 
ject to supervision and regulation was ad- 


vocated yesterday by Hempstead Wash- 
burne, a director of the Hibernian Banking 
association. 

such a law would not permit loan sharks, 
brokers, real estate dealers, and others wha 
pose as “ bankers" to operate without fed- 
eral or state regulation, Mr. Washburne as- 
serts. For more than fifteen years Mr. 
Washburne says he has been advocating 
such a law and at various times has endeav- 
ored to get the legislature to pass one, but 
without success. Downstate legisiators al- 
ways have opposed such a law, he sda, de- 
cause many of the country banks are private 
Institutions. | 


Spurred On by Mason Failure. 

The closing of the doors of William A. Ma- 
son's Wilson avenue bank, again has called 
to Mr. Warhburne’s attention the need of 
such a law. Thousands of persons in Chica- 
go alone have money deposited in banks 
not supervised or regulated by bank exam- 
iners, and whose officers are responsible to 
no one, Mr. Washburne asserted. 

“ Without knowing the merits of the Mason 
bank on Wilson avenue, it is but one more ex- 
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tende tigation attactiog to tees orna- 
ments of a failure. 

“The danker lives in comfort during 
the receivership, the victim transfers his 
credulity and cash to another ‘ banker,’ and 
the real banker—state or national—whose 
institution is regulated by statute, and his 
shortcomings promptly punished by impris- 
ment, is, in the mind of the confiding de- 
positor, classified with the unreliable real 
estate dealers, pawnbrokers, loan sharks, and 
others, because our statute permits these 


people to blazon upon windows and station- | 


ery the alluring word. banker. 


Tries in Vain for Law. 

For more than fifteén years I have ad- 
vocated and endeavored to get our legislature 
to pass a law which will prohibit the use of 
the words dank or * bankers" by any per- 
sons, firm, or corporation unless they have 
complied with the state banking laws, which 
provide for continued examinations and pris- 
on penalty for viciations. 

bout four years ago my brother-in-law, 
J. B. Clarke, now dead, who at that time was 
president of the Hibernian Banking asesocia- 
tion, and I went down to Springfield and 
tried to get the legisimiure to pass such a 
law. We made no htadway, hewever, as the 
representatives from the country districts 
opposed such a measure. They come from 
country towns where most of the banks are 
conducted in connection with * real estate 

or insurance business.

During the Gay he received an autegrapn 
letter from Emperor Francis Joseph accept- 
ing his resignation and bestowing upon the 
minister the briliants of the grand cross of 
the Order of St. Stephen. In his letter the 
emperor expressed regret that it was neces- 
sary, because of the state of his health, for 
Count vom Aéhrentha! to ask again to be re- 
lieved of office. 


Has Confidence of Emperor.

Count von Aehrenthal read the letter after 
receiving the last sacrament.

LONDON, Feb. 17.—The statements of 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg in the 
German reichstag and of Premter Asquith 
in the house of commons throw little actual 
light on War Secretary Haldane’ s mae Al- 
cussed mission to Bertin. 

The immediate effect on public opinion in 
Germany, France, and England of the Brit- 
ish government's unusual procedure was 
disquieting. The Germans naturally consid- 
ered the visit with their-viewpoint affected 
by the extraordinary honor of the Garter 
conferred on Foreign Secretary Sir Edward 
Grey,, whom they regard as the chief pro- 
moter of the British policy of “ penning in 
Germany, and Winston Churchill's jingo 
speech at Glasgow. 


Feared Concession to England. 
It was feared that some concession to Eng- 
land was contemplated, and it was suspected 
that there would be some arrangement for 
the restriction of the German naval program. 
France suspected England of making over- 
tures for German friendship at the expense 
of the Anglo-French entente. The anti-Ger- 
man opinion in England distrusted Lord Hal- 
dane's known German proclivities, while the 
pacifists were made uneasy by the honor 
conferred on Sir Edward Grey and Mr, 
Churchill's speech. 

These feelings prevailed. in the three coun- 
tries until within the last couple of days. 
Both the English and German governments 
recognized the necessity of making some an- 
nouncement promptly. «.e official state- 
ments in the reichstag and the house of com- 
mons followed, and they had ap immediate 
good effect. 

Public Opinion A 

Public opinion in the three countries was 
obviously appeased to a considerable extent, 
and it may fairly be said that pessisniam has 
given way, if not to optimism, at least toe 
feeling that the tension which ofteh endures 
after a European crisis has passed has now 
distinctly relaxed. 

The English and German governments 
have not revealed, and are not likely just 
yet to reveal, any detalis of the negotia- 
tions; but the mere fact that Lord Haldane’s 
visit has made their continuänce possible 
is alone sufficient to ease the situation. That 
the conversations will be prolonged id the 
general expectation. The best opinion here 
inclittes to the opinion that they will deal 
almost entirely with German colonial expan- 
sion. England, it is belfeved, has expressed 
complete willingness not to stand in the way 
of such expansion ff it can be effected with- 
out the sacrifice of its rights. 

Portugal May Sell Territory. 

The Portuguese minister #t London has de- 
clared defintely that Portugal does not con- 
template pafting with any territory, but good 
information from TAsbon Intimates that 
there is an increasing Ifkelihood of that coun- 
try's willingness ere long to raise money by 
the sale of African possessions. 

The English government would not object 
to this, nor yet to similar friendly acquisi- 
tion of a portion of the Belgian Congo, to 
which Belgium’s acqulescenee is far from im- 
possible. It is on these lines, rather than any 
attempt at an agreement for the restriction 
of naval armadnents, that negotiations are 
likely to be conducted. They will be delicate, 
but the firet steps seem to have been taken 
successfully.

KAISER ATTENDS LAUNCHING 
OF PRINZ REGENT LUITPOLD. 


Twelfth Dreadnaught of German Im- 
perial Navy Formally Christened in 
Presence of Bavarian Royalty. 


KIEL, Germany, Feb. 17.-The new Ger- 
man battleship Pring Regent Luitpold, the 
twelfth dreadnauelt of the imperial navy, 
was launched today in the presence of Em- 
peror ‘William and Prince and Princess Lad- 
wig of Bavaria, as well as other members of 
the royal family. The venerable Bavarian 
regent, after whom. the battleship was 
named, was wnable to attend the ceremony. 

The Prinz Regent Luitpold is praecticai- 
ly identical with the battleship Kaiser, 
Kaiserin, Friedrich der Grosse, and Keenig 
Albert, the last of which is to be launched 
m March. 

The new ships have five turrets, three of 
which are on the center line fore and aft, and 
the other two are echelonned amidships. In 
this way two guns are saved and the fighting 
value of the ships remain unimpaired by thetr 
absence. 

The battleships Kaiser and Friedrich der 
Grosse are to join the fleet next autumn.

They were conspicuous by their ab- 
gence, so to speak; lonely, deserted, forlorn, 
they only added to the solemnity of the gen- 
eral reception. 

The intense curiosity to hear of the meth- 
ode by which Mr. Gladstone was going to 
carry out his policy kept the house still dur- 
ing the greater part of his long address. The 
speech, too, was not one calculated to excite 
enthusiastic applause. Mr. Gladstone was 
too deeply involved in the multitudinous de- 
tails of his great scheme to have much time 
for theoretical appeal. 


Speech Not Inspiring. 

I ‘remember discussing the speech with 
Mr. Balfour sbortly after its delivery. His 
verdict was that it was audacious. but not 
inspiring; and it was a fair criticism. I need 
not go into the history of a struggle that is 
now so well known. 

Suffice it to say that never was there a 
struggle in the house of commons where the 
fortunes’ rose and fell with such amazing 
frequency. One day it seemed certain that 
the bill would pass; the next that it would 
be de ated. Nay, even at different hours of 
the same day, there were different states of 
the parliamentary temperature. The fate of 
the bill sometimes depended on a word. 

Mr. Gladstone bad apparently triumphed 
and rescued the bill one afternoon when at 
a meeting of his followers held in the foreign 
Office he had made concessions which s¢emed 
to make it possible for some of his opponents 
te go with bim and with the bill. But that 
very afternoon the Tories adopted a clever. 
Gevice. They moved the adournment of the 
house, and under that motion they were able 
to discuss the proceedings at the meeting 
earlier in the day. 

They denounced Gladstone for having 
practically ‘abandoned his bill by the modifi- 
cations which he had announced at this 
meeting. 


Gladstone Driven to Anger. 


This taunt drove Gladstone to some ex-

Sometimes lost a little of the sense of words, 


and when the speech was ended a good many 
of the malcontents were convinced that they

But still the bill might have been saved. if 
Gladstone had consented to postpone the 
committee stage of the bill to the autumn 
session and have given himself time for ne- 
gotiating with Mr. Chamberlain and tha 
Other malcontents it is possible that the bill 
might have become law, if not in that year 
in the next.

I am now convinced; anxious to break from 
the Liberal party then; if he had remaiped 
within its ranks it was clear that he had the 
heritage of the premiership, and at no dis- 
tant date; and that if he had been handied 
a little more skillfully and if certain con-

But the feelings between Lr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Chamberlain became more exasperated 
than ever during the course of the strug- 
gies, especially after Mr. Chamberiain was 
certain that it was in his power to defeat 
ithe bill, and to humiliate the man who, as 
he thought, had humiliated him.

Woodall was one of those kindly fellows who 
loved ‘everybody and was loved by every- 
body; and he was never so happy as when 
he was entertaining his friends; and some- 
times in his unconsciousness of Ill feeling 
to anybody, he brought together men who 
were at once amused and shocked at finding 
themselves cheek by jow! with their deadly 
enemies 

Enemies Meet as Guests. 

Thus it was that Mr. Gladstone and Mr. 
Chamberlain were both guests at an enter- 
tainment which Mr. Woodall gave in a hall 
in Queen Anne's mansions. It was the usual 
kind of entertainment; a good buffet, some 
songs, and, above alil—this ie my distinct 
recollection—a French conjurer, who did 
marvelous things with cards. 

Mr. Gladstone. who could always forget all 
hia worries in social intercourse. was in the 
group of people who looked on in wonder 
and amazement at the clever tricks of the 

- eonjurer; and I still can see his face wreathea 
in amiles as he surveyed the marvelous play 
with the cards. But Mr Mr. Chamberlain was 
busy going among people; and, evidently ina 
state of almost frenzied excitement, was 
using language of startling violence with re- 
gard to Mr. Gladstone.

Lord Chamberlain’s Position 
at Court of St. J ames one 
of Difficulty. 


ALSO OVERSEES. STAGE. 


Must Be Man of Many - Qualifies. 
tions to Take Care of the 
Manifold Duties.

Of all the great offices at the court of St. 
James there is none that offers a greater 
amount of difficulty tn the selection of a 
suitable incumbent than that of lord cham- 
berlain, which must not be confounded with 
that of lord high chamberlain. The lat- 
} ter, although of higher rank, is of far less 
importance, his duties being restricted to 
relatively rare attendance upon the sover- 
eign at Westminster in connection with cor- 
Onations, state funerals. and the opening 
of parliament. Moreover, it is a dignity that 
is hereditary. 

The office of lord b eln of the 
household is entirely different, and is in- 
cluded in the administration of the party 
‘In power. That is to say, the lord cham- 
berlain of the household, although receiving 
his appointment from the sovereign, is nom- 
inated for it by the premier, mußt remain 
in political sympathy with him, and resigns 
when the cabinet is overthrown. Moreover, 
he must be a peer of the realm with a seat 
in the house of lords. 


— 

Now, although there are plenty of candi- 
dates for the post whenever it becomes va- 
cant, even among the relatively small mi- 
nority of Liberal members of the upper house 
of the national legislature, it is not an easy 
matter to find among them one who, besides 
being personally well known and agreeable 
to the sovereign and to his consort, possesses 
all the peculiar qualifications required for 
this office, 

In the first place he must be an expert in 
all matters of court ceremonial and royai 
etiquette, some of which are based on an- 
cient tradition, some on international comity, 
and some, too, on statute. 

It is to him that the monarch and the en- 
tire court look for direction and arrangement 
of all the thousand and one details connected 
with state functions, to determine the prece- 
dence, and to see that ail are treated and 
placed in accordance with their rank. 

He must have, also, a thorough knowledge 
of the foreign rulers, no matter whether 
monarchical or republican, as well as of the 
ceremonial by which they are environed and 
| the dignitaries constituting their officia! en- 
tourege. 

On the oecasion of their state visits to Eng- 
land there is always t..ec danger of their tak- 
ing umbrage at any shortcoming in the mat- 
ter of etiquette and of their construing it 
in the light of an affront to themselves per- 
sonally and to the country which they repre- 
sent. 

International rélations have been affected 
by incidents of this kind in a serious and tast- 
ing manner, and as an illustration of this I 
need only call attention to the fact thet Eng- 
land's friendly relations with Turkey have 
been much impaired’ by the failure to accord 
the proper attention to the Ottoman heir ap- 
parent at the coronation last summer, when 
he became so angered by what he chose to 
consider as affronts that he left England 
jong before the celebrations were at end 
and without waiting for the departure of the 
other royal and imperial guests. 

— 

Moreover, much of the bitter enmity now 
prevailing between Austria and Italy, de- 
spite their joint mémbership of the triple 
alliance—an enmity which bids fair to in- 
volve the two nations in war on the death 
of the venerable Emperor Francis Joseph— 
is due to personal animosity between Victor 
Emmanuel III. and Archduke Francis Ferdj- 
nand, the next heir to the throne of the dual 
empire, originating in a silly quarrel for 
precedence in London on the occasion of the 
jubilee of Queen Victoria and which could 
readily have been avoided by a little more 
care on the part of the late Lord Lathom, 
| who was lord chamberlain at the time. From 
this it will be seen how much depends, in a 
political sense, upon the efficiency, the tact, 
and the discretion of the lord chamberlain. 

Another important qualification required 
of the lord chamberlain is an extensive 
knowledge of English society. For his du- 
tles comprise what may be described as a 
censorship thereof. It is moumbent upon 
him to determine on behalf of the sovereign 
the presentations at court, to prevent ad- 
mission to the latter of any persons who may 
for one reason or another be yndésirable, and

These intimations are not necessarily the 
result of any public scandal. ‘They are some- 
times a manifestation of ‘royal disapproval 
of conduct and of indiscretion that are known 
to relatively few. There are plenty of things 
which never reach the ears of the publ. o, 
which never get into court. but which, never - 
theless, are sufficient to bar people from

announcing that the presentation of the pe 
gon concerned has been “‘ canceled,” 

Fortunately these public cancellations are 
rare, and by reason of the stigma which they 
inflict may be regarded as social] death. Not 
pr a than twelve took place during the reign 

of Queen Vic and about four in the nine 
years of King ward's rule. 

Private cancellations ate far more nu- 
merous, and, despite any publication on the 
part of the authorities, quickly become um- 
versally known in society. Of course the 
cancellation of a presentation, whether pub- 
lic or private, ie tmmediately communicated 
by the lord chamberiain's department to the 
foreign office, and through the latter to the 
various British embassies and legations 
abroad, so that exclusion from the court of 
St. James entails exclusion from the various 
courts on the continent. 

In order to appreciate the great power 
with which the lord chamberiain ie in- 
vested by the sovereign in connection with 
the censorship of society, it must be borne in 
mind that the object of his severity has no 
legal redress whatsoever against him. Com- 
munications made to him have been judi- 
cially, pronounced privileged. and he can no 
more be compelled by process of law to di- 
vulge the information that he hes received 
or the reasons for his action than cabinet 
ministers can be judicially obliged to reveal 
secrets of state. 

This was shown two years ago in the case 
brought by Mrs. Horace West against her 
father-in-law, Sir Algernon West, whom 
she charged with having prejudiced the lord 
chamberlain in such a way against her as to 
cause him to remove her name from the court 
list. The lord chamberlain was called as 1 
witness by the plaintiff, but declined to giv 
evidence, his attitude being sustained by the 
presiding judge. 


— 

When the fact is taken into consideration 
that much of the information reaching the 
lord chamberlain is contained in confidential 
letters, signed or anonymous, that are 
prompted by family quarrele, social enmities 
and conspiracies, by feminine spite, etc., it 
will be seen that it requires a man of extreme- 
ly level head, judicial temperament, of-wide 
knowledge of the world, and exceptional ex- 
perience of English society to distinguish 
the good from the bad in the communications 
that teach him. 


GERMAN JEWS GROW FEWER. 


Mixed Marriages and Smaller Families 
Cause Worry—Zioniem Regard- ~ 
ed as Remedy.

BERLIN, Feb, 17.—At a Zionist meeting in 
Berlin this week complaints were made of the 
gradual extinction of Jews in Germany. It 
was stated that 80 per cent of the German 
Jews a century ago lived n villages, while 
today not more than 10 per cent are found in 
the country. The tendency of these is to be 
absorbed in the towns, where they devote 
themselves exclusively to trades, the learned 
professions and occupations which are cal- 
culated to postpone marriage until the age 
of 88. 

Anothér cause for the diminution of Jews 
is the two child family, when it is.a ‘fact that 
the race which does not produce families of 
three and four must die. Another cause is 
mixed marriages, which lead to the adoption 
of Christianity. Of the Jewish marriages in 
Hamburg alone 61 per cent are mixed, and 
the bulk of the children are not educated in 
the Jewish faith. 0

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DELANO TALKS TO REALT¥-MEN 
ON PLANS FOR 12TH STREET: 


Single Station Called Impracticable, 
but Favors Widening of the Thor- 
oughfare. * 


The luncheon of the Chicago real estate 
board last week was of an especially notahle 
character, About 175. members and their 
guests attended, filling the large pani | 
room of the board. 

The speaker was Frederic A. Delano, iat 
dent of the Wabash railroad. He talked on 
Chicago rallroad terminals, but particularly: 
with reference to conditions about Twelfth, 
‘street and the proposed widening of the 
street. He asserted it should be carried. 
through without any reference to what. the 
railroads may do about establishing passen- 
ger terminals on that thoroughgare, A single 
union statlon, he declared, to be imprac- 
tieable, but favored groups of six or more 
constructed with reference to a harmonious: 
correlation. 

He said oracticaliy all of the twenty-tive 
trunk lines entering, Chicago could reach 
Twelfth street con jently, and for the 
Northwestern, Panhandle, and St. Paul roads 
it presented an alternate route. 

Regarding,the best uses to be made of the 
property north of Twelfth street owned by 
the railroads, he suggested it be improved 
with warehouse, mercantile, and office builr!- 
inge, with trackage beneath Which would 
admit of an economy in the hauling of good. 

He expressed the opinion that the Pennsyl- 
vania terminal at New York would be the 
last of its kind to be constructed in this coun- 
try, for the reason that the returns as an in- 
vestment proposition did not justify the 
enormous expense. 

Lieut. Gov. John G. Oglesby ‘and Repre- 
sentative Louis J. Pierson, chairman of the 
Republican house steering committee, talked 
on legislation for real estate interests at the 
weelfy luncheon ot the Coak county real es- 
tate board. The former pald a tribute to the 
labors and influence of real estate men 
throughout the state and warmly praised: 
Chleago real estate men for their wonderful

WHAT’S SAUCE FOR THE GOOSE. 

The Record-Herald of Feb. 17, 1912, 
prints the following editorial: | 
Lawyers as Loan Shark Mentors. 


The position which Judge Landis has taken, or 
threatens to take, with reference to lawyers who 
aid, abet, and profit by the illegal, immoral, and 
inhuman operations of the loan sharks will be 
heartily indorsed by all decent and just men. 
Lawyers are theoretically ‘‘ officers of the court 
in which they practice, and it will do certain kinds 
and conditions of them good to remind them that 
the theory means something. 

Judge Landis is careful and reasonable in the 
@istinction he draws between dry, formal legal 
advice which a self-respecting lawyer may give 
to any client and advice which takes the form of 
tricky suggestion, low cunning, the preparation 
of threatening letters, manipulation of outrageous- 
ly usurious contracts, evasion of law, etc. 

The lawyers who do such dirty work for sharks 
are worse than their clients, for the latter make 
mo professions of nobility and are not officers of 
courts, 

By all means, let such shysters and conspirators 
be restrained from practicing law in the courts. 
The judges have discretion in the matter, as well 
ase duties to themselves and the community.

priation bills shall originate in the house 


provision in the interest of theoretical 


democracy—has from earliest times been 
greatly abused. Instead of beginning from:

A commission should be appointed of 


army engineers, of traffic experts, and of 
men like Secretary Fisher, with sound com- 
prehension of popular rights and of prac- 
tical affairs, and with the courage and power 
to maintain their views against powerful 
self-seekers, to lay out systems of river and 
harbor improvement that will not waste 
money, that will bring cheap transporta- 
tion, that will secure free water competi- 
tion, and will seé that the benefit of gov- 
ernment appropriations shall inure to the 
benefit of the public. 


The government should then proceed in 


an orderly manner to put these plans into 
effect by regular annual appropriafiens or 
by bond issues, and should develop a system 
of tolls which -will make them eventually 
self-supporting. For special privilege of 
every kind must be done away with and a 
river or canal that cannot maintain itself in 
competition with railroads and highways 
is of no benefit to the country.

THE M. v. L. REPORT ON ALDERMEN. 

The preliminary report of the Municipal 
Voters’ league discusses the records of out- 
going aldermen whether or not they are 
candidates for reBlection. Nearly all of 
them intend to submit their names at the 
aldermanic primaries and the report is yal- 
uable not only as a record of performance 
but as a guide for voters. It will be supple- 
mented by one dealing with the entire fie!d 
of candidates. 

The league emphasizes the continuing 
need of strengthening the useful and honest 
elements of the council, noting the problems 
of public utility regulation and city devel- 
opment with which the next council will 
deal. In spite of constant efforts to weaken 
the influence of the league, efforts which 
have a purpose as plain as day, the organ- 
ization maintains its position as ap invalua- 
ble agency for the instruction of voters. It 
is fair, painstaking, and above the suspicion 
of political prejudice. 


FOR FULL SUFFRAGE. 

For years increasing efforts have been 
made D yet rid of the hypocrisies in gov- 
ernment and in the methods by which gov- 
ernments are established. A long time was 
required to convince Americans that they 
did not have full suffrage except in name, 
there being an easy and tolerant acceptance 
of political curiosities and absurdities; but 
the nation has been coming out of its com- 
plaisant mood. 

Men could not remain patient when they 
realized that so long as they had nothing to 
say as to nominations they only had partie! 
suffrage in elections. They found that when 
privileged classes sought control of official 
machinery they did their work in the con- 
ventions of both major political parties and 
were content no matter which set of candi- 
dates the voter elected later. 

It was no part of the scheme of American 
government that an election should be mere- 
ly a ratification meeting in which the voters, 
whether they liked it or not, might only in- 
dorse selections which had been made for 
them. Direct primaries come as the resuit 
of revolt against such restrictions on suf- 
frage. . g 

Everywhere can be noted the determina- 
tion to make suffrage ful! suffrage. Men may 
be slow or they may be quick to see that 
they have a cause resembling that of the 
woman suffragists in some particulars. 
There are yet states in which they reason- 
ably might raise a cry of Votes for Men.” 

Inasmuch as there is not so much patience 
and tolerance in these days, not so much 
complaisant acceptance of conditions, it is 
probable that the inequities involved in the 
present methods of nominating candidates 
for the officd of president of the United 
States will not prevail through many more 
campaigns. 

It is somewhat absurd that particularly 
in a state in which the voter is given direct 
responsibility in the matter of nominations 
for a hundred and one small offices in which 
he may be little interested he is denied the 
right of voting on candidates for nomina- 
tion for the great office in which he is in- 
tensely interested. The presidential prefer- 
ence primary can hardly be denied in this 
state. If a voter is competent to pick can- 
didates from the large number of men who 
want nomination for the Cook county board, 
for instance, he certainly is competent to 
declare his choice for president. This ex- 
tension of suffrage is almost certain in IIli- 
nois at least. 

When northern men in Republican states 
have established their right to vote on can- 
didates for nomination in presidential cam- 
paigns they will not be content that their 
votes shall not have the weight and infiu- 
ence of votes in southern Democratic states, 
That absurdity which virtually gives south- 
ern Democrats representation and influence 
in Republican conventions by basing the 
voting strength of the office holding south- 
ern Republican delegates on the numerical 
strength of the southern Democrats will not 
prevail. 

Democratic party procedure avoids part 
of the absurdity by its two-thirdsrule. Itis 
not so easy for Democratic delegates from 
such Republican states as Pennsylvania and 
Illinois to decide the action of a conven- 
tion. And there is no state in which the 
Democratic campaign is hopeless beyond all 
chance. \ 
Common sense would advise the respon- 
sible heads of.the Republican party not to 
wait until Republican voters in northera 
states become too impatient of restrictions 
on their exercise of suffrage rights. The men 
of the party will not be tolerant forever. 
They are less tolerant now than they ever 


were before.

In Mr. Henry Barrett Learned’s interest- 
ing addition to American political. history, 
“The President’s Cabinet,” he gives in an 
appendix some statistics as to the appor- 
tionment of cabinet officers among the states 
from 1789 to 1909. 

The total for Illinois is seven. Since 1909 
Mr. MacVeagh and Mr. Fisher have been 
appointed, bringing our total te nine. 
‘We thus have had up to date two secreta- 
ries of state, two of the treasury, and two of 
war, and one each of the navy and interior. 

In the general totals New York stands at 
the head of the list with thirty-seven ap- 
pointments, including reappointments. 
Pennsylvania is second with twenty-nine, 
and Massachusetts is close upon her heels 
with twenty-six. Ohle and Virginia, the 
mothers of presidents, have twenty-one and 
twenty respectively, and two other southern 
states are in the same class, Maryland, with 
sixteen, and Kentucky, with fourteen. 
Little Rhody is the only one of the older 
states that never has had a cabinet officer.

Now, the general in command of the forces 
in Ireland and his wife constitute important 
features of the viceregal court, and between 
the castle and the hospital, which is the offi- 
cial residence of the commander-in-chief, 
the relations are required, from motives of 
policy, to be intimete and cordial. Lady 
Paget, however, does not relish the idea of 
close relations with so uncongenial an asso- 
clates as Lady Aberdeen, and she is equally 
averse to the notion of playing second fiddle 
to her, either socially or officially.

The hospital at Dublin 18, ke Chelsea hos- 
pital in London, a species of counterpart of 
the Invalides in Paris—that is to say, a 
retreat for old and maimed soldiers, and was 
founded and endowed by Charles II. at the 
instance of the Duke of Ormonde. It was 
built according to the designs of Sir Chris- 
topher Wren, the architect of St. Paul's 
cathedral, on the site of the ancient prirory 
of Kilmainham, founded by Strongbow for 
the Knights Templar. The building. is ob- 
long, three sides of which are @welling rooms, 
connected by covered corridors; the fourth 
side contains the chapel, the dining hall, and 


the stately and fine apartments of the mas- 


ter, who is always the general commander 
in chief of the troops in Ireland. 

Lady Paget's intentions of eschewing 
Dublin are resented there not only by its. 
society but also by. the tradespeople, etc. 
For the hospital has always been expected 
to contribute almost as large a share to the 
gayeties, to the life, and to the animation— 
consequently thé prosperity—of the Dublin 
season as the castle, and what with the 
serious régime at the castle and bachelor’s 
hall gt the hospital the outlook for the Dub- 
lin season is quite the reverse of promising.

Lord ‘Talbot de Malahide, who, with his 
wife, has been spending the Week in Naw 
York at the Hotel Belmont, after visiting the 
extensive estates which he owns in Canada. 
is entitled to high military and naval honors 
from the United States government. For 
he enjoys by inheritance the dignity of “ lord 
high admiral! of Malahide and of the seas ad- 
joining.“ conferred upon his ancestor by 
Edward IV. in a patent bearing the latter's 
signature, which is still preserved in the 
ancient castle of Malahide. 

The latter is the oldest inhabited strong- 
hold in Ireland, only portions of the * 
having been modernized, It has been in the 
possession of the family of Lord Talbot 
of Malahide, without interruption, since 
1174, when it was granted to Richard Talbot 
by King Henry II. The grounds, nobly 
wooded, contain many magnificent. oaks, 
Gating from the days of the Tudors. The 
hall of the castle, which is situated some 
nine miles from Dublin, is one of the purest 
specimens of Norman architecture of the 
kingdom, is of the twelfth century, while 
over the mantelpiece of the superb oak 
room, the panels of which are black with 
age, is an ancient carving of the coronation 
of the Blessed Virgin, which, according to 
old Irish legends, miraculously disappeared, 
when, after the execution of Charles 1, the 
castle was seized by the regicide, Miles Cor- 
bett, reappearing in an equally miraculous 
manner after the unholy tenant had fied. 

Tt is in the oak room that is kept the suit 
of armor,the breastplate pierced by a lance 
thrust, which was worn on his wedding day 
by young. Lord Galtrim, the bridegroom of 
Lady Maude Talbot of Malahide, who in the 
fifteenth century became a widow on, her 
wedding day. Her tragic. tery’ has. been 
immortalized by the poet, Gerald Griffen, in 
verse, in which he describes how the bridal

Though born in 1824, Israels died only last 
year; and we are still too near him for au- 
thoritative judgment. Whether he will be 
ranked ultimately with Millet, Monet, Whis- 
tler. as one of the great masters of the nine- 
teenth century, according to the belief of 
his more arcert admirers, or regerded mere- 
ly as a clever painter of domestic genre, it 
would be unsafe today to assert. 

Personally I should rather predict the 
latter verdict than the former. He does 
not séem one of the great originals, a man 
born with an instinct for profound pictorial 
harmonies, and with energy of character to 
work out the expression of that instinct in 
his own way: but rather an excellent painter 
of the second rank, who takes the hint for 
his motive from someone else, and whose 


ferred its more sentimental and demestic 
aspects. He played tender tunes upon his 
inetrument, and played them, if somewhat 
obviously, extremely well, but he never 
struck out of it the epic truths which were 
Millet’s chief concern, :

When Job Hunting. 

During the years of my stenographic expe- 
rience I have never been out of employmen* 
a whole week at a time and am giad to give 
my experience for the benefit of girls less 
fortunete. 

When about to look for a position I take 
especial care to dress neatly, plainly, and 

ell, as I have found that apvearanice counts 
for nearly as much as ability in securing ° 
position, as a girl smartly dressed is usually 
bright and one neat in appearance is also neat 
with her work. Lalways go to the typewriter 
companies and tell them just what I want and 
feel capable of doing, salary wanted, line of 
experience, and it is rarely that I am not sent 
right out to a position that suits.

thing as the part held underneath one un- 
consciously holds a little tighter. and this 
would mean the stretching of this bias edge, 
and the other point is that the pieces being 
Pinned together at the top first will come 
out evenly there and any unevenness will 
come at the bottom where it can be taken 
care of Jater. 

Take the first side breadth of the left side, 
pin together from the top down and then 
baste in the same direction. In basting a 
seam never sew with the edge towards you. 
always hold it away from you. 

Mary women baste atrociously, seeming to 
think that any size or quality of stitches is 
good enough. Then they are amazed to find 
that whatever they are making does not hap- 
pe n to fit. How can it? Probably such bast- 
ing is followed by just as careless pinning 
together for fitting, and the loose basting 
stitches pull apart so that when the etitch- 
ing is done :he garment is likeiy much tight- 
er than it should be. 

Another thing one sees recommended some- 
times is the fitting of a garment with the 
wrong side out—“ for convenience sake. 
Never was there a greater mistake. Always, 
without any exception, put a garment on for 
a fitting the way it is to be worn. There is 
rarely a figure so nearly perfect as to make 
fitting with the wrong side out a safe experi- 
ment, and it is perfectly simple io fi: with 
the garment on right side out and the seams 
on the Inside. 


x ä 

This was a digression from the basting of 
the seams, but may prove a timely warning 
to some sewers. Take the second side gore 
for each side and go about the basting in the 
same manner as with the firat gores. Then 
the back gores are joined on. In basting the 
middle back seam together both edges are 
bias and care must be used not to stretch 
them. Begin basting eleven inches down 
from the top. This allows ample length for 
the placket. 

To see how the skirt fits is the next step, 
and before putting it on a band must be 
pinned to it. Heavy satin, elther from 
a piece of web satin or a good quality ribbon, 
makes an excellent band. for it is dura¥le and 
does not stretch. Besides the length of waist 
measure, allow one-half inch at each end 
for turning in, and the length of the placket 
width besides. For instance, for a twenty- 
five waist, and a placket measuring one ani 
one-half inches across the end, a Jength of 
ribbon twenty-elght inches will be needed. 
The width of the belt can be two inches, ff 
it is ‘ribbon, and two and a halt inches’ 
if it is material without a selvedge edge; this 
will allow one-quarter inch on each. edge 
for turning in. 
Hold the wrong side of the skirt next to 
you, and beginning at the right hand end 
pin skirt and band together in a seam on 
the wrong side, allowing the band to ex- 
tend beyond the edge Qne-half mch, After 
the band is pinned securely to the end, 
measure from that point to the middie of the 
skirt, and the half of the waist measure on 
the band, and pin skirt and band together 
in the middle. 

Holding the skirt next to you, pin skirt 
and band together in between these points, 
allowing the skirt to be slightly easy” 
on the band over the hips. Then measure on 
the band, from the middie point, the balance 
of the waist measure, and pin this point ex- 
actly to the point where the skirt and 
placket geam come. Then pin the band to 
the placket. Put the skirt on richt side out. 
and allowing the band to stand up, pin it 
together in the middle back eo that it meets 
as perfectly as if the fastenings were on.

Care must be taken in making these altera- 
tions not to pull the skirt to one side or the 
Other. Always keep locking to see that the 
middie of both. front and back stay undis- 
tyrbec in thelr glaces. If the ekirt, on the 
contrary, seems to draw around the bips, 
the change is usually made on one or both 
of the side gores on each side, ripping the 
seam .and letting out the gored edge. If 
necessary. alteratlons are made at the waist

Take the skirt off and baste the altered 
Places, being eure that the changed line is 
not noticeable..

the basting, but if the ‘skirt. seems a sung 
fit, stitch the seams clese to the basting, but 
on the outside; if the skirt teems à loose fit, 
do the stitching close to the bastings, dut 
on the inside. 

Cut the bastings out, see that the seams are 
trimmed evenly, and, holding the edges of a 
seam together, baste seam binding over the 
edge. Baste it on so that it is not drawn 
tight, and crease it down the middle, ahead 
of the basting, letting the crease come on the 
edge of the cloth, and it will then be even on 
both sides. After this ip ptitched on and the 
bastings taken out,’ press the skirt on the 
wrong side. The middie back seam should be 
bound’ separately and pressed open.

Under these I 
cannot help feeling that I am relieved from 
any sense of overwhelming obligation to the 
Léberal government for ite promises and its 
mMagnanimity, and that I have some justifi- 
cation for my skepticism in regard to the 
fate of next year's amendment. 

Iam not accusing the government of bad 
faith. Tam content to accept Mr. Asquith’s 
famous advice on another famous occasion 
and wait and see—the more so because I have 
been an ardent Liberal all my fe. I hope 
with all my heart that I shall be proved 
wrong, and that the cause we all have 6 
deeply at heart will not once again fall be- 
tween two stools, as has been its hapless fate 
20 often in the past. But if it shoul be so, I 
can assure the gevernment of one thing 


‘that the outburst of righteous indignation ‘ 


throughout the country will be of an in- 
tensity they little suspect, and this time it 
will not be confined to the so-called militant 
minority. 


—~- 
What Chances of Success? 

“The present situation in England and !ts 
chances of success in the immediate future? 
As you probably know the cabinet have given 
away to this extent, that they have consented 
to allow a woman suffrage amendment to 
their electoral reform bill of next year to be 
moved by a private, I e., unofficial, member 
of the house. If passed by a majority in the 
commons they have promised to incorporate 
it in the body of the measure; to send it up 
as an integral part of that measure for rati- 


fication by the house of lords. 


Now on the face of it an amount of indig- 
nation was aroused in the country over the 
fresh specimen of levity tn the parliamentary 
treatment of the subject, and as this time 
some of the indignation came from voters, 
the government realized they had made a 
false move. Acoerdingiy we were solemnly 
assured? by various members of the cabinet 
in public speeches that while the shelving of 
the dill was temporarily inevitable next year 
—it is always a case of jam yesterday, jam 
tomorrow, but never jam today—if the bil) 
were again introduced and passed in the com- 
mons, the government would give ample time 
and real, not sham, facilities for its further 
progress toward the statute book. 

“ Meantime the radical members of the cab- 
inet, men like Mr. Lioyd-George and Mr. 
Winston Churchill, made no secret of their 
dislike of the conciliation bill on the ground 
of its undemocratic character. In spite of the 
claim by the suffrage societies that A per 
cent of the million women it was proposed to 
enfranchise would be working women the’ 
view held by its liberal opponents was that 
this claim was non-proven and that certain 
clauses in the proposed measure proved con- 
clusively its anti-liberal and reactionary 
character. So the matter stood until two 
months ago, when Mr. Asquith, true to cer- 
tain pledges he had given his followers from 
time to time, announced his intention of m- 
troducing what is for ali practical purposes 
a manhood euffrage bill next year. 

— 


No Reference Made to Question. 

No reference whatever was, made to the 
question of women’s enfranchisement. At 
once a deputation’ representative of all 
suffrage societies waited upon the prime 
minister and pointed out to him that since 
this measure of elettoral reform would 
necessarily destroy the chances of the con- 
ciliation bill, it was the obvious duty of 
the government to include some measure of 
women's enfranchisement in their proposed 
reform bill. Mr. Asquith’s answer was a 
flat refusal to do anything of the kind—a 
repetition of his old pledge made in nis Albert 
hall speech three years ago—viz.: that an 
amendment to the bill extending the fran- 
chise to women might be moved by any 
private member, and that the government. 
while not indorsing it as part of their meas- 
ure, wo@ld give ample facilities for Ks discus- 
mon. 

When Mrs. Pankhurst, the great militant 
leader in England, addreseed the national 
suffrage convention in Louleville this fall 
she was asked how soon the women of her 
country had reason to ex@®ect that they 
would acquire the ballot. She replied “ Next 
vear.“ When Mise Sylvia Pankhurst spoke 
before representatives of the clubs of Cook 
county m Chicago the other evening, she 
was asked the same question, and she replied 
„Next year. The revolutionary events 
narrated by Miss Arnold have taken place 
between those two statements, and Mise 
Arnold interprets the situation less hopefully 
than her countrywomen. 

— 


Answers to Suffrage Queries. 

But the important matter, to close witb 
her thought, is not concerned with whether 
or not parliament does not introduce a Dill 
next year, and not what will become of it. 
The important matter is that in the future 
suffrage for women is sure to come there, and 
that fact no student of the situation in Eng- 


— 
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land and elsewhere has the temerity to deny. 

“J am much interested in suffrage and 
would like it if there was any way that I 
could serve the state suffrage association In 
a local capacity. I don't know much about 
the work, however. I have been on the local 
paper here. M. B.“

You should have electéé a 
temporary chairman and a temporary secre- 


tary, thus making your temporary organiza-' 


tion, ahd you should have appointed & com- 
mittee to draft a constitution and bylaws. 
At the second meeting your committee on 
constitution and bylaws should report. There 
should be a motion that the report of the com- 
mittee so given should be adopted. Then the 
presiding officer should take up each article 
and section, asking whether there is any 
amendment or discussion. If un amendment 
is made it should be seconded, stated, de- 
bated, and voted upon. You should proceed 
article by article until the constitution is fin- 
ished, then the vote should come up to the 
constitution as amended ff ft was 80 
amended). Proceed in the same way with the 
bylaws, asking finally a vote on the bylaws 
as amended. AH present should then be in- 
vited to agu the constitution and bylaws. 
Those so signing are the members of the 
new organization and the next step is the 
election of officers and directors as approved 
in the new bylaws. Of course, this action can 
be carried over to an adjourned meeting ff 
you so desire, but do not adjourn yout meet- 
ing without setting a time and place to which 
‘to adjourn. When your officers and directors 
are so elected they take the place of those 
serving temporerily and tlie organization is 
completed.

NICALLY speaking, the social 
Winter, the winter of the gay world, 
ends next Wednesday when Lent 
comes in. It is, however, more of @ 
legendary boundary line to most of 
those who compose society than an actual 
barrier.

object being to see that Chicago's public em- 
bellishment should be along the right lines. 
The society found that before beginning such 
emitellishment, exieting conditions would 
have to be altered and improved so they un- 
dertook to abolish, as far as possible, the 
destructive and blighting smoke and the dis- 
figuring billboards. They fought both these 
puigances. dor many years, with more effect 
5 to the billboards than the smoke.

Father of Smoke Ordinance. 

Mr. MacVeagh was the father of our pres- 
ent smoke ordinance, the best that could 
then be wrested from the city council, but 
much in. need of amendment in today's en- 
lightenment and better standards. Under the 
present law every chimney in the city is al- 
lowed to, belch forth thick black smoke for 
five minutes in each hour of the twenty-four. 
This is equiv t to two hours a day of suffo- 
cating, defiling smoke from every chimney 
in this vast metropolis. Think what that 
‘would be if carried to its fullest extent! A 
new and better ordinance is certainly needed. 

One of the Municipal Art league's chief 
achievements was getting fifty or sixty local 
improvement societies started in Chicago's 
outlying districts and suburbs, each working 


for the beautification of its own locality. 


Also in all the active clubs like the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, the Commercial club, the 
City club, and the Women’s City club, com-

If they are so other- 
wise engaged that they cannot occupy their 
seats they should either turn them in to the 
box office to be resold or they should see 
that these seats are filled by people sult- 
able to the audience to which this troupe 
is entitled. It is/an excellent thing that 
practically all the good seats for the open- 
ing nights are subscribed for, but it is un- 
fortunate that at an important performance 
like the premier of Pinero’s Thunderbolt

empty places when people who wanted seats 
were unable to get them for that night.
